Navy Keeps Sharp Eye on Supply Lanes 


Cuban Arms Flow Watched 


WASHINGTON (A P)-T he Navy 


says its ships and planes are 


keeping a sharp eye on Cuba and 
its 
supply 
lanes—all 
the 
way 


from 
European ports to Fidel 


Castro’s doorstep. 
Apparently they are in position 
to keep an even closer watch 
whenever the Navy gets the word. 
President Kennedy told his news 
conference Thursday the flow of 
Communist 
arm s 
and 
supplies 
into the island will be met by 
increased American “ surveillance 
of the whole Caribbean area.” 
The President did not spell out 
what had been done or what he 
had in mind. 


However, 
Navy 
sources 
said 


later that there has been a step-up 


in aerial surveillance of Cuba in 
the last three weeks. They added 


that all of the Navy’s resources, 
starting in European 
ports and 
ending just outside Cuba 
terri­ 
torial limits, have been thrown 
into a constant watch that will be 
intensified without further notifi­ 
cation from the White House. 
Navy 
sources 
said 
that 
for 
many months patrol planes have 
been operating, virtually around 
the clock, from Key West, Fla. 
and the U.S. base at Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba. 
Surface vessels—principally de­ 


stroyers—are operating night and 
day from Roosevelt Roads, Puer­ 
to Rico, Guantanamo 
Bay and 
Key West, Fla., the source said. 
They said American officials 
and agents check ports “every­ 
where in Europe” on ships re­ 
ported to be bound, or suspected 
to be bound, for Cuba. 
A Navy spokesman said any 
ship leaving “anywhere in Europe 
for Cuba” is known before the 
vessel leaves port. 
The same apparently is true of 
the air lanes. The Defense Depart­ 
ment said Thursday Communist 
bloc flights to Cuba are followed 
and are well-known by U.S. au­ 
thorities.

NEW YORK (AP)—One of the 
most fascinating possibilities life 
affords a man is the ownership 
of a large stomach.

They love to 
pat it. Children like to play in the 
shade of it on hot, sunny days. 
Old men like to lean on it with 
their elbows while they tell you 
their troubles. 
Everyone you know takes a per­ 
sonal interest in it, and usually 
greets you with such remarks as, 
“ Well, it ain’t getting any small­ 
er, is it?” 
I guess when you get right 
down to it, a large stomach is the 
pleasantest of all forms of wealth. 
Your friends would rather see it 
on you than on them. 
They don’t consciously envy you 
It works the other way. Uncon- 
tummy becomes a symbol of plen- 
sciously, they admire you. In their 
aecret little minds your king-sized 
ty, a father image, an everlasting 
surety in a dubious time. 
That’s why you can’t afford to 
lose weight. It hurts the safety of 
your friends—their belief in some­ 
thing bigger and finer than them- 
aelves. 
It has been said that inside ev­ 
ery fat man is a thin man trying 
to get out. There is some truth to 
this remark on some days—par­ 
ticularly when a fat man is con­ 
fronted w ith a long flight of 
stairs. 
But it could be said with prob­ 
ably equal truth that inside every 
fat man is a thin man enjoying 
himself. 
His blubber serves as a protec­ 
tive sheath against the shocks of 
a rude world. 
In a crowd, most people instinc­ 
tively realize a fat man needs 
more space and they give it to 
him. Even if they push against 
him it is only his fat they crowd. 
Inside him there is his thin shape­ 
ly uncrowded self, laughing at 
life. 
He wears a portable wall 
against all outside importunity, a 
barrier

w-here the United States look s lik e a badly 
confu sed, 
fu ss - bu dgeting, ineffectu al old 
u ncle in the middle of a football scrim m age. 


IT IS NO accident nor is 
it 
political 
m alace that cau ses so m any thou ghtfu l peo­ 
ple to wonder what 
has happened to a 
national adm inistration that was going to 
tak e a new lease on national ex ’stence and 
now, with half its first term in office ahead 
o* it, is stru ggling to meet the rent. There 
is no modern precedent for a new adm in­

They will want to k now if getting 
there is all that im portant, ju st as those 
orher people (who mu st be k ept from get­ 
ting to the moon first) are said to wonder 
abou t the moonbeams in their leaders’ ey es. 
Bu t the moon, being far distant, mak es 
a perfect target. It is as good as hitching 
a wagon to a star—and no better. 
It is still the problems of life here on 
earth that plagu e u s The problem s of stay ­ 
ing aliv e on the moon, prov ided we ev er 
get there, seem to be beside the point—for 
u s and those other people too—the ones 
who are told by their leaders that nothing 
on earth is as im portant as getting to the 
moon.

This tim e the g re m lin has encou ntered a 
reaction in the United States so strong it 
is reacting, instead of leav ing all the cou n­ 
ter-pu nching to Washington.

Washington.

Then this Brennan, leader of

It radiated back 
to Brennan. Su ddenly he called 
on the delegates to stand and 
pledge allegiance.

Rock efeller. He faced them . 
Then it becam e a conv ention 
again and not an anti-Sov iet rally 
in the presence of a national lead­ 
er. Rock efeller wav ed as he left. 
The crowd applau ded. 
It was not alw ay s so on that 
v ery sam e platform for a Repu b­ 
lican. Ten y ears ago, alm ost to 
the day , 
another 
GOP 
leader, 
Dwight D. Eisenhow er, standing 
a t the sa me spo t befo re a no ther 


la bo r co nv entio n, g o t the 
frozen 
trea tment. 
This 
conv ention 
of 
leaders, 
representing well ov er two mil­ 
lion u nion m em bers in the state, 
m ay be a political straw in the 
wind. Or the conv ention’s reac­ 
tion m ay hav e been sheer emotion 
at a tense international m oment

THERE IS NO DOUBT that a 
labor mov ement led by Demo­ 
crats showed their approv al of 
“ Rock y .”

Indeed some of President Ken­ 
nedy ’s adv isers most closely con­ 
nected with the Berlin situ ation 
feel that in the coming months, 
the United States is risk ing the 
most seriou s—and needless — con­ 
frontation with the Ru ssians in 
Berlin becau se this cou ntry has 
not faced the possibility that in­ 
action v is-a-v is the Ru ssians oft­ 
en ru ns g reater risk than action. 
What wou ld these proponents of 
the so-called firm line school hav e 
the U.S. do abou t Cu ba? 
Those m ost ex perienced in deal­ 
ing with the Ru ssians point ou t 
that there are many m an steps 
short of all-ou t inv asion, bu t doing 
som ething is better than doing 
nothing. And the worst possible 
stance was the appearance giv en 
for m any week s by the adm inis­ 
tration of a great relu ctance to 
ev en 
adm it that a crisis ov er 
Cu ba ex isted. 


AS PRESIDENT Kennedy him ­ 
self once rem ark ed, atm ospherics 
hav e their u ses and the time to 
send sharp diplomatic protests to 
Moscow, to su mmon the Sov iet 
am bassador for stern confronta­ 
tions, was at the beginning—that 
is, at the moment that the first 
Sov iet ship of the recent arm ada 
(which ev ery body k new was on 
the way ) headed toward Cu ba in 
Ju ly . 
The long silence on this scor# 
plu s 
official 
attem pts 
to 
play 
down the importance of it all wai 
an inv itation, the argu ment goes, 
for Moscow to believ e that Amer­ 
ica was look ing for a way to 
ev ade the challenge. 
Moscow’s 
reactions of cou rse, 
was v ery u ngentlemanly . For in­ 
stead 
of 
play ing 
W ashington’s 
gam e, Moscow threw its challenge 
contem ptu ou sly in A m erica’s teeth 
by openly annou ncing to the world 
that it was sending military per­ 
sonnel and su pplies to Cu ba. 
There is a conv iction in many 
responsible 
qu arters 
t h a t 
a 
straight and tou gh stand from the 
beginning wou ld hav e greatly in­ 
hibited the Sov iets — and still 
might. 
Nonetheless, it is a great mis­ 
tak e to ru le ou t pu blicly what­ 
ev er m eans 
necessary to cu rb 
Sov iet intru sion, inclu ding a block ­ 
ade and all that flows from that. 
How can promises of any sort of 
im m u nity help bu t embolden su ch 
an opponent? 
For Robert Frost spok e tru e 
and well in Moscow 
when 
he 
described Prem ier Khru shchev as 
both a ru ffian and a great man. 
Ru ffianship has nev er been in­ 
consistent with greatness and the 
gentlem anly approach to interna­ 
tional 
politics 
has 
nev er 
im­ 
pressed the Bolshev ik s. 


INDEED, ju st 18 months ago, 
Prem ier Khru shchev created 
a 
stir in diplomatic circles by this 
rem ark on Cu ba. “ Now am I to 
believ e that Kennedy is seriou s 
abou t Berlin when he permitted 
the failu re of the inv asion of the 
Bay of Pigs? After all, Cu ba is at 
A m erica’s own back door?” This 
was of cou rse a conv ersational 
probe and Mr. Khru schev later in­ 
dicated he did not su bscribe en­ 
tirely to his own thesis.

v inced of this proposition. That 
the risk of cou nter-pressu re to 
Sov iet thru sts is less than the 
risk of doing nothing becau se the 
greatest danger is that the nex t 
tim e Mr. Khru shchev say s Amer­ 
ica is afraid, he might really be­ 
liev e it. And dou bt of Am erica’s 
resolv e to u se its power is the 
road to disaster becau se this is 
the su re inv itation to ev en greater 
prov ocations requ iring ev er great­ 
er ripostes or ev en greater re­ 
treats. 


Has this not in fact been the 
pattern in the last y ear and a 
half in Berlin and Cu ba?

Route 1 Signals 
Are Powered By 
Tdephone Lines 
Motorists are getting the mess­ 
age by telephone lines on a mile 
atretch of State Route 7 in Ma­ 
honing County. 
For the first time the State 
Highway Department is carrying 
current to four synchronized traf­ 
fic signals over a telephone cable. 
With the rapid population grow­ 
th in rural areas, the traffic bur­ 
eau has been confronted with a 
traffic congestion problem along 
former sparsely populated rural 
highways. 
To ease 
congestion, 
more timed lights 
are usually 
needed, but often the stringing of 
these new signals on existing util­ 
ity poles is in violation of the 
Federal Electrical Code. The code 
states that cables have to be a 
minimum distance from high ten­ 
sion lines. 
Such 
a problem 
arose when 
four traffic signals along Route 7 
between Youngstown and Board- 
man were to ge synchronized to 
afford 
motorists 
uninterrupted 
travel between Indianola-Shields 
Ave. and Buena Vista Drive, 
a 
distance of about one mile. 
Through negotiations with the 
Ohio Bell Telephone Co., the De­ 
partment of Highways leased a 
pair of low voltage wires in an 
existing telephone cable along the 
route which would provide the ne­ 
cessary circuits 
fo r the four 
lights. 
The signals are so coordinated 
that motorists entering the sys­ 
tem from either approach can 
proceed through the intermediate 
signals without being delayed if 
they maintain a speed of 40 miles 
per hour. Exceeding the pre - set 
limit causes the driver to be stop­ 
ped at the next light. 
Not only is this method of con 
necting signals inexpensive, but 
the safety 
feature of regulated 
speeds has been proven time and 
again by the Traffic Bureau. The 
novel solution cost only $20 for 
installation and $10 monthly ren­ 
tal. Other problem areas in the 
state may soon be alleviated by 
means of connecting circuits to 
telephone lines.
